curred. No mortar was used in construc- 
tion of the Imildings, the brieks Ijeing held 
in place by saml. 

Nkw YoaK, .-Vpril 11. — Oaags of men 
worked all night on the ruius of the fallen 
tenements in West Sixty-seco)i(r1 street, luit 
turueil up nothing save bricks and broken 
linilierR. No deader injtirdd wore found, 
and there are no signs of life about the 
raggi i! heaps of tho wreck. The tireraon 
are of tho opiuion that there are bodies iu 
the ruius. The ho]io grows stronger that 
this may not bo so. Neither lit the hospital 
or tho police station had! inqnlries been 
me.de for the missing persons up to lu 
o'clock.

Tho . buildings fell beeauso 
there was simply nothing to hold them to- 
gether. Buddusiok, the builder of the 
teuemouts that foil, has eoustrncted block 
after block in tho neighborhood of yesler- . 

Philip Haiisuuui, tho 
buildbr, said: "The bouses fell beciiuso 
thoy were rotten; Thpywere built of ,ro- 
fuse. Look at the brieks tbatvyero beiug { 
used; thoy are not brick's, but halves aud 
ipuirtors aud chunks of bricks, poor 
burnt — th(.< miserable otl'al of a brick yard. ,j 
There is no mortar on thoui at all; the stulV , 
used in laying the bricks iu tho wall was , 
simply wet dirt." ,

Tho rutura of Mr. Duck by a. majority 
of aevon is aiiiuiuiicod olaowharo. The 
contoat wii.s koon; but sciirooly moru tlian 
onu-third of tlio votoa on tho list wore 
polled in consequonce of the apathy which 
guiiorally pervades tho great mass of tho 
oluctora at byo-oloctiona. It was oyidont, 
howuvur, from tho exertiuna put.forth by 
the »uppurters of the opposition candi- 
date, that they polled nearly their full 
8trength| while not much more than oue- 
half of iho governtaeat atipporteW came 
to the poll, contenting thomaelvos with 
tho self-assurance that Duck's oloction 
was certain under any oirouuiatanooa. 
Tho narrow uiajority by which thu victory 
has been won should ohow tho goiitloinon 
who refrained from voting that in politics 
Hs in war nothing should bo taken for 
granted. ICvery vote ahould have boon 
polled. The governiiiont and Mr. Duck 
are to bo congratulated, of course, on tho 
result of the election; bai wn ahould 
have been better pleased — in thu light of 
the great benefits that have been con- 
ferred upon this lovely and thriving city 
by- the policy of the government and thu 
unimpeachable chjiracter of Mr. Duck— 
if the majority had boon larger. How- 
ever, as Shnkes[)earo would say, tlio 
majority "is nut as tall as a utoeplu nor 
as wide as a barn-door^ — ^but it is enough."

Thin will give them an ini- 
preguablo position — but thi^y will not liavo 
thegiiteto I !!?'.!:!, \vh!-?h th.cy covet. <_;re!!t 
Britain will hold tbo chief mountain pusses 
and will bo enabhd to fortify tbeiu iiyaiuKt 
any possible iiiviuler. The dream of every 

. good Ku.ssiau is the realization of Peter the 

• Great's ■will, which couiprehuudcd inter dlUi, 
the seizure of India. The movement of the 

■ BuBsiana 'was- based npon tho theory that 
they vyould bu able to steal a march upon 
the English and obtain possession of Herat 
and the Burrouiiding country before any 
Horions iiucstion could arino. Kugland, 
preoccupied with E^'yiiL iiiid tho Soudan, 
deluded by the ai^rcciiicnt to carry out the 
commiasicui for ilchniitution of the bound- 
ary, would, they imaj,'iiied, fail to watch very 
closely the aclion of the Kussiiiu military 
authorities; and once Kussia wa.s in jjosHes- 
sion of Herat and tho surrouudiug country 
she would have in her possession a territory 
from which a large portion of her military, 
supplies could be drawii, and she would 
thus bo enabled to tij^ht the ICnf^'linh uikju 
terms of ecpiality. The prompt action of 
tho English f,'ovcrniiieut has no doubt (Uh- 
coucorted tho Ituasian plan of aggretision. 
Thero is a general impression that should 
war occur, Russia will meet with defeat. 
The English army reserve, which ha» 
been called out, and which will now be 
considered part of the permanent force, 
numliers 47, '-50 men, and the militia 
14'J,0()0 moil. Tins relieves a largo mili- 
tary force of the regular army for service 
abroad should their services bo reipiirod. 
Thu English army in India, which is 
ready to. take the field, amounts to 50,000 
men— 25,000 at Rawal-Pindi and 25,000 
at Quettiv I'esides these there aro 75,- 
000 ui reserve, that, within a month, can 
be placed at Oaodah.ir, tho couter of Af- 
ghauistan. Tlie .Ameer of Afghanistan 
has himself a force of 60,000 men, so 
that) without drawnig upon the i:.nglish 
regular army at all, it will be possible 
for India and tho Empire to confront 
Russia with 176,000 well drilled and well- 
equipped troop.s. These troops aro near 
thu base of operations, and will have to 
pass through the territory of a people 
who sympathise with them, while the 
Russian army can only reach the Afghan 
frontier by passing through a wild and 
dosurt country, vvith no fertile spot except 
the oasis of Mecv-T-some distance to the 

••northwest.' "

A Workiii|;:iiinii's View of the 
Outlook. 

To TilK'EiUToii; — At tho proaont time 
when tho dofenco of this part of Hur 
Majesty's dominions is attracting so much 
attention in tlie local preaa, I ask you to 
grant spacu in your columus for the views 
of a - workingmnn on the situation. As 
he is asked to come forward and defend 
the province (if need bo from foreign ag- 
gression, tho ([uestion naturally arises in 
his mind — what has he to defendl Wo 
will take for instance the mechanic. lie 
has to work 10 hours a day; ho may have 
to walk from one half to one mile to and 
from his work; after his day's labor is 
done he is asked to walk a mile or more 
in the evening to drill, no matter how 
weary he may be. Thouah every bono in 
his body may ache ho must go and drill 
for one and a half or two hours to pre- 
pare him to defend— What i Not his 
property, for ho has none; not liia firo- 
side, for very likely there is not one house 
tliat ho can freely enter and fool at homo. 
You will answer, his country. What aro 
his relations with his country (I moan 
this province) at the present time '( 

When lonking over the history of his 
country he finds that the roaster mind 
that" laid the foundation of Britain|a 
greatness, one more deserving the title of 



throne, Alfred divided the day into three 
equal parts, one for labor, one for rest 
and one for study and recreation. Later, 
the Edwards by royal edict conipolled the 
authorities of every village to set np a 
target on the village green and provide 
bows and arrows, for the youths of the 
^village fo-^ractiid /<with ,6very Saturday 
afternoon. The resiill of this wise policy 
was that England was always prepared 
and three such victories has Uressy, Poic- 
tiors and Aginoourt, won by tho yeomen 
and archers of England, are not to bo 
found in tho annals of any other luition 
of ancient or modern times. Ue knows 
thatin England, at the preseat time from 
50 to 54 hours constitute a week's work 
and Engliiiid has to day a very largo force 
of volunteers ready to meot tho foe. 

Australia did still better. They 
adopted the rule of Alfred and she has a 
well organized force that ia ready at a 
day's notice to take tho tiuld ulongsulo 
the best troops of Britain. Uow is it 
here? If tho workir gman desires to curtail 
the hours of labor that ho may qualify 
hiuisulf to discharge tho higher duties 
of tho cilizon and enjoy thu aauio advan- 
tages that his brethren do in tho othur 
parts of the empire, he is mot with tho 
declaration "I want my pound of lieah, 
ton hojira work for ten hours pay." In 
vain he shows that the contractor in bid- 
ding on a contract should figure ou nine 
hours iiiatoad of ton so that ho would not 
bo out Olio cunt by thu arrangouioiit, all 
being on tho same footing and any ad- 
ditional cost would in the end fall on the 
workiiigniaii, the employers thus showing 
a desire to degrade and keep down tho 
workingnian to the utmost of his ability. 
Were this tho' only griuvancu, I might be 
accused of putting the case too strongly, 
but we have in our midst a 
large number of muu of an alien 
race who are kept hero by the property 
owner, business man and capitalist for no 
other reason than to keep down the work- 
ing man to the lowest level possible. 
When the workingnian has a well ground- 
ed suspicion that the basinesa and nionied 
class, while openly favoring tho restric- 
tion, aro secretly using their entire iu- 
tluenco to defeat thu measure and then 
throw tho odium on the government at 
Ottawa, can you wonder that on every 
cornoryou may hear the assortion that as 
thuy aro so fond of Chine.ie they may get 
tho Ohinoao to do their fighting for (hem. 
The workingnian seea tho judges of tho 
aupronie bench rusli into print to defend 
tho coolio syatoni, a slavury more degrad- 
ing to tho white man than ever was that 
of the negra; he sees tho lieut. -governor 
of tho province accused of discharging 
from his employ those to the manor burn 
born to niako room for this same alien 
race. Men holding such high positions 
are naturally expected to set an u.xanipio 
calculated to raise and elevate their race. 
Public servants drawing largo salaries 
which are paid by tho sweat of the work - 
iiigman's brow, and who in roturu iiso 
their exalted position to curb his iioblo 
aspirations; and again he asks hiin.self. 
what have I to defend! He knows that 
but for tho presence of so many Chinese 
here there would at least he one thousand 
more fainiliea permanently settled in this 
province who would have ever)- interest 
in defending tlieir hoiiiea. Large anionnts 
aro being e.xoeiidud on public works in this 
province, tho tax for which will fall main- 
ly on tho white workingnian, but in every 
case where it is possible to do so the 
Chinese aro employed to the detriment of 
tho white man. 

Under these circumstances ciui yiui bo 
surprised that lo ikiiig at cumbinod capi- 
tal as an agent usi d lo oppress and degrade 
him ill every po>.<|hlt) way, he is not 
dolightud with the i-'oa 'f giving his lifo 
to defend the agent ; f his oppression. 
Capital is tho surplus of laL.ir, their in- 
tere.'it.i aro lliesamo and they sli iii'il vvorl: 
together in harmony. The vvorkiii:4iii:'ii 
in summing up finds that ho has to pay 
the greater part of the taxes. He is ex- 
pected when his day's lobor is done to 
devote his nights to drill and liually if tin; 
enemy comes he must givn all he has h f; , 
namely, his life, to defond those who 
show no .appreciation of his labor or pride 
in his advancement, and he comes to the 
conuluaion that like lasachur of old ho is 
an ass betwi.xt two burdens. These are 
the views held by many workingmeii who 
in loyalty and devotion lo the British 
Urown and Kiniiire will give first [ilace to 
no man living, bo he prince or peer. Tho 
caaea I cited in the earlier part of this 
letter pruvo that the wiirkiiigman will 
nobly prove his worth, but do not ask 
him to bear all the burden; give him at 
least Saturday afternoon that he may gain 
the iieceKsary proficiency with his wea 
pon, for ho c/innot learn to fire a rifle 
accurately at night, and in return liu will; 
if needs be, give his last drop of blood for 
the laud that he loves and the flag that he 
adores.

St. Louis, April 11. --.\. sensation was 
caused at the Southern Hotel this morning 
by tuidiug in a room a trunk contaiuing 
the headless body of a luau, with a uoto in 
the trunk nayint,': "So [lerish all traitors 
to the gloat cause." Tho room was aKsi;.;u- 
ed on ilareh JOth to Walter Lennox Max- 
woll, of London, England. . 

MaxwuU is described as a very girlish- 
looking, blonde young man, wearing a dark, 
woolly, cut-away suit of KogUsh stuff. His 
face was (iloau shaved and he wore his hair 
banged, not parting it at all. He wa.-i fre- 
ipii'iilly si'en in couipiuiy witli a dark-look- 
ing gentli-uuui about .') feet ill inches tall. 
Tho hitter woro a dark moustache and had 
dark hair. This gentleman registered as 
.Arthur I'rellcr, London, Liiglaiid, and was 
assigned lo room IHl. Four days after 
Maxwell had n gistered, a ttdegram was re- 
ceived from I'leller, asking whether Max- 
well was a guest of the house. It was 
answered iu tiie atliruiativo and he soon 
came on and was assigned to the room given 
him. Uoth men occupied 18-1 in common 
a considerable part ot tho time. Each coll- 
ed for tho key, and tho clerk gave it to each 
indiscriminately, as thuy sooiued good 
friends and intimate uciiuaintauces. Tho 
men were remarked much about and around 
the hotel, for their dudish ap)M'arauco and 
daiidilii'il airs. Maxwell left tho hotel a 
Week ago Sunday ni.Liht, hut had paid a full 
wei-k's board promptly, and it wiissup{)osed 
tliat he wonlil return any day. 

No suspicion atlttubed to his absence 
until a horrible smell called attention to the 
room, and led to the opening of the trunk. 
When tho trunk containing the body was 
opened, it was found to contain the body of 
a middle aged man. The face and breast 
were ii|), and tho body was so doubled about 
the hips and knees that it lllled tho recept- 
acle. On thc' si.le of the trnnl;, mv.t the 
hciid nf the cnrpsi.-, was printed in laigo 
letters tho word."; '. "So perish all traitors 
to the great causi'." The trunk and its 
ghastly contents were immediately hurried 
to the Four ('(Uirts. 

Tho body as it appeared in the trunk 
presented a horrible aspect. The face and 
parts of tho body wore uncovered, the 
only garment boiii^' a pair of dr.awers 
roaehing to tlie kneeti, which W(!re entire- 
ly 1)1. ick and show advanced deciimpoai 
tion. I'roller's trunks are of much better 
quality than Maxwell's, buing made of hue 
leather. The personal ulfects in them in 
dicate that the owner was a gentleman of 
means and culture. The trunka have on 
tliem hUiels of tile Ciiiiard .StoaniBhip (Jo. 
and the Cuntineiilal Hotel, Philadelphia, 
where ho occupied room 18C on March 
2iith. Ho liad also been at tho Uossin 
llniise, Toronto. 

F.dluwiiig is a description of Maxwell, 
given by a puraon who saw and conversed 
with him daily while he was at tho South- 
ern licitel: "Ue was about 5 feet Oi inohea 
in height; weighed about 110; well pro- 
portioned and rather good hguru. His 
face was of the English type and oleiinly 
shaven; eyes, light blue, 1 think, or at 
least they were not dark in color. He worn 
it cut very sliort behind and rather bushy 
in front, without iiny part and ''oanged' 
likeayirl's. Hu generally dressed in a 
brown tweed suit of English cut, a New- 
market ovurcciat and ii high D^iby hat. 
In his maiiiiera he was very etieniuiato; he 
even carried this so far as to walk with a 
short, mincing step, like a woman." 

This afternoon tho body of Frcller was 
expcised on a slab in the mi)rt;ue for fur- 
ther iiidoiililicatlon, uilh the fiilluvviiig do- 
scriptioi. given by iSupurintendeiit liyan; 
"Deceased waa about 5 feet 9 inches in 
1 eight, woighing about 150 pounds; black 
hair; eyes of dark Cidor. lie wore white 
I k it drasvers and wai abnut 22 i>r years 
I I' l! The body la very much decomposed. 
Uo hn= lieoii dead ton or 12 days. The 
tongue protudes, and there are largo blis 
I ters on biilii legs and a cross cut into the 
flush on the iiruasc" 

The following telegram, found among the 
papers of I'reiier, i" the l>est clue to tho 
relations of Frellcr iiucl .Mexwell: 

BosTo.v, iLiss., Man-h 19. 18«5. 
C. \. I'r(dler, Helvidere Hotel, corner 
Fourth avimue and Eighteenth street: — Yes, 
could go direct to Auckland from ht rii. 
Will write rhiladelphia to-morrow. 

W. H. Lennox Maxwkll. 
FiDiii a letter from the st. anisliip com- 
I puny it IK inferred that I'reller sailecl from 
I Knghuid for this country on thi' (,'ephalonia 
j on flunnuiy '.Jlst, ll-iH-'j, on a conuni:rcial tour 
i of lliis cMunlry and .Vustrulia. The tele- 
gram given above would iiidieato that Max- 
weU agi ecil to aceuuipauy him to Australia. 
Among the letters found in Preller's trunk 
was tho following : 

"No. 5>, Clinton place, New York city, 
March 27, 1885-— 1 have great pleasure in 
introducing to you by this note our dear 
brother, Mr. C. A. Preller, of London, Eng- 
land, known to us by several visits he has 
paid to Now York. Ilnping you may bo 
iimt\udly proiited by this friendship during 
his stay in your city. 

JllOIIARD W. OWENB. 

To llev. Dr. .laniea 11. Brooks, North 
Fifth street, St. Louis." 

Among many other things in Maxwell's 
trunks were found some prescription 
blanks from Fernon's drug store, corner 
of Fiftli and Market streets, tliia city. On 
being fpiestioned, P'ernoii said this after- 
noon that ho know Alaxweli; that the lat- 
ter had bo'sn in his store often; that ho 
saw him last on Easter Sunday, when he 
called about 1 o'clock and got four ounces 
of chloroform. About 4 o'clock ho camo 
in an got two ounces more. He seoniod 
to be in a hurry, but not excited. 

A partly lilied bottle of chloroform wtia 
fouiitl in AlaxwoU'a trunk to day. It has 
also been learned that on thu Monday 
foUowing Easter Sunday, Max-vcl! went 
to Hickman's barber shop and had the 
beard which he wore r.idiieud lo a nious 
tache and iiniiurial, and tho sitmo day ho 
purchased a snulT-colored, aloiich hat with 
a croasu crowe, marked inside "Harold 
Harland Duff. " Putting these things to- 
gether it is believed by those who have 
studied tho case most closely that Max- 
well cliloriiforinod and killed I'reller on 
Sunday, April nth, and it is known that 
ho has. nut been seen in the city since 
Monday, April Gth. Some of the detec- 
tives were at lirst inclined to believe that 
the body had been placed, in the.trunk 
by some medical student with a view of 
idaying a ghostly joke on the community, 
1)0 1 this theory has now been abandoned 
by all. 

Chief of Detectives Burke said to a re- 
porter: "It ia a foul murder and nothing 
leas. Tho man in the trunk was killed in 
the room, and the marks of his blood aro 
thero yet. llero is a trunk atrai) with 
blood "11 it. Tho idea that it could be a 
hn;\x is absolutely absurd." 

"What do you think of the placard in 
thu trunk, 'So perish all traitors to the 
great cause J' " 

"That may v.r may not be a cluu. It 
m.ay be a deliberate attempt to make us 
believe that the murder was a political 
assassination, while it is a murder for 
money." " v 

"Of course all that ciin bo done to run 
the criminal down will bo done.

The Importance of Esqulmalt 
to 'the Nation. 



riio fnllowiug important letter from Cap- 
tain Palli^or, who is now on a visit at 

Ottawa, appeared in tho Morning Post of 
London, Knglaud, ou tho .'Sth instant: — 

To TiiK EniTou: — The otter of regiments 
of volunteers now being made from this 
country to nerve with our forces in Egypt is 
a proof of the loyalty and military Hpirit 
which pervades this great and growing Do- 
minion. There is much military enterprise 
lying fallow hero because the mother coun- 
try is either too much engaged or too 
diilidcnt to plough it. There are at present 
two countries bidding for tho favor of 
assisting England in this hotw of trial. One 
is Canada, under tho away of Her Gracious 
.Majesty —tho other is Italy. I venture to 
say there aro many at homo who would 
welcome the assistance of tho latter coun- 
try solely and wholly because they are 
Ignorant of the iniineiiso latent power in 
their H'.vn ein])ire. Tho authorities at home 
are aware of this strength and are willing to 
move; but tho power to do so must come 
from tho Euglisli people — they must vote 
the money. I hear much about federation, 
and I have road many speoohea on the 
siilijeci; but 1 do not think it will come to 
much. The reason is simple. Federation, 
to Diy udnd, already exists. Her Majesty 
reigns Iktc. She can have an army corps 
of II), 1101) men, iiiul there are over 10,000 
hardy sailors — about tho best in the worlil — 
around tlie coasts ot Nova Scotia, New 
Ijrnusv. ii k ami I'riiico Edward Island, who 
111-imI only a course of gunnery from an 
Imperial naval gunnery school to become a 
powerful naval reserve force to act on the 
eastern waters of the Dominion, as well as 
on the waters of Hritish Columbia, where 
the Ailiniralty arsenal, graving dock and 
coaling station of the Pacific siiuadron are 
sitiiateil. The greatest outorprisc the em- 
pire has yet soon will bo comjileted by 
Camilla Ibis year. Ilor Canadian Paciflo 
llailwiiy after that event can transport the 
sailors of Nova Scotia to the waters of tho 
I'aeilic without a break. She is, in fact, 
eoiiiiileting the Imjieriid girdle round tho 
world. Should anything happen to tho 
Sue/, caual this would be the route of our 
.soldiers to China, and possibly to India. 
The I'ailway authorities guarantoo to take 
troops from tho Eastern seaport of Montreal 
to the Western terminus. Coal Harbor, on 
the I'acitic, in one hundred hours. These 
are ininieiise advantages. Our farthest Ad- 
miralty dockyard and coaling station at 
Ksipiimalt harbor, Vancouver's Island, will 
then bo oidy eighteen days distant from 
Plymouth. I venture to say that Es(jui- 
malt will yet be of as great importance to 
the empire as its rival and ui.s- a vis, Petro- 
paulouski, is to tho Kussians. Thoso ad- 
vantages have boon purchased at the cost of 
greal exertions ou tho part of Canada, and 
leave the people in no mood to find largo 
Slims of money for uaval and military pur- 
poses. In fact, they fool that they have 
done their part in this great imperial work. 
I havo Douiu knowlcdco of this country, 
whero I am engaged with the Oovornmont 
in matters eoniux-ted with armaments, and 
which will jirobably result in tho fortress of 
(iiiebec becoming an arsennl on a modorato 
ncale. My experience is that if federation, 
as described by those gentleracu intorested 
in the subject in England, is to come about, 
it must commence, not on paper, but in 
downright action in such eli'orts as I am 
engaged in. Uesolutioiie on paper aro mis- 
loading. Let England show herself in 
earnest, and such federation r.s these gen- 
tlemen seek will follow of itself. I pre- 
siimu it to bo an agreement to use arms in 
case of a war during which tho existence of 
the l'.ni]iiie e.iines into peril. If you want 
ihi^ assisliince of this Dominion, take ad- 
vimtage fniiikly of wliat she has to oti'er. 
Do Hot seek lo induce her merely to put 
hi!r hand to a promise to find money and 
men, to take her share, etc., in some fu- 
ture war; it would be premature. Every 
dollar appears to be wanted to open up 
this v)isl country and [loople it. Depend 
uooii ;t, iicr money will follow in yoara to 
come, when she has it to spare. Mean- 
time take lulvautage of all aho has to of- 
fer, which is pleniy of good soldiers and 
a host of admirable sailors. Teach them 
to tight alongside with our fellows; keep 
the military pridu of the country burning 
brightly, and, as I havo said, all will fiil- 
loiv. .-Vs it ia, year after year is passing, 
nothing is dune. Action, I repeat, is 
uantud, and uu paper resolutions. Train 
I he youth in the way he ahould go, and 
when ho becomes a man he will fulfil ypur 
wishes. Sucli ia the course I recommend 
England to taku. and aho should com- 
mence it f irthwith towards thi< faithful 
and noble offspring.

Licprosy in England. 

Scotland is excited over a case of lop- 
rosy. Tho subject of it is uiidor treat- 
moiit in a hospital at Edinburg, but waa 
rocunily brought to Glasgow and exhib- 
ited to the medical students. The occur- 
rence of leprosy in Great Britain has 
caused the doctors to examine the his- 
tory of their profosaion iu regard to thia 
terrible disease. Thu old books are full 
of accounts of the appearance and spread 
of loprosy in the British Islands. Leper 
hospitals wore common institutions in 
England during the fifteenth century. 
I.^y ;i statute passed in 1427 every 
borough in Scotland was required 
to support a " hizar - houRO." Tho 
patients were generally fed and clothod at 
public expense, but they were cared for by 
the Knights of St. Lazarus, an order which 
was Kiiceially instituted for this purpose. 
King David of Scotland took grant interest 
in tho cause of lepers, and numerous laws 
were pnssed during his reign in respect to 
their treatment. Buildings erected to servo 
ns leper hospitals are still standing. Largo 
hospitals for the treatment of lepers were 
established at Gliuigow, Aberdeen, Greon- 
side, St. .\lban8 and Edinburgh. Tho re- 
cords state that King Ilobort Bruce died a 
leper and that Henry IV. was a victim of 
tho sum'e'dis'eise.

The report is confirmed that DoGiers has 
domandod explan.atioiis of the prcsonce of 
Captain Yates, of Gen, Luinsdoii's staff, 
»t Kushk river battle and of the part ho 
is said to have taken in provoking that 
engagement. A special dispatch from St. 
Petersburg oven assorts that Russia has 
duiuundod tho recall of Gen. Lumeden 
hi-nsolf, oil tho ground of his pronounced 
sympathy with tho Afghans in thoir hos- 
tility toward lluaoia, but the statement is 
doubtful. 

Tho Daily News says the situation 
shows a •more peaceful tendency, but 
though the intentions of Russia aru good 
now, wo cannot assume they will bo car- 
ried out. Events have simplified Eng- 
land's task. If waf is to bo avoided it 
must be shown tliab tho Afghans and not 
tho Russians arc blainahla for the recent 
collisiuii, and also that Kuinaroil''B action 
is no part of the Russian policy. Then 
there must bo no furthor Russian advance. 
If Kusiia is as anxious for peace as Eng- 
land is, peace ought to be secure. 

Military movements in Afghanistan are 
ciceudingly diUicult at present on account 
of tho almost uiiprecedeiitly severe wea- 
ther. Incessant storms of snow and hail 
on tho mountains, and rain in tha val- 
leys liavo swollen the rivers into floods 
which are iin[)a3Hable by tho means of 
tr»iisporl-atioii with which Gen. liiima- 
deii'i forces are supplied. 'J'he weather is 
exceptionally cold. 

Ill cabinet council to-day tho Aiiglo- 
UuBsiau situation, it is said, was repre- 
sented as follows: England and Russia 
have agreed upon a basis for determina- 
tion of tho Afghan frontier, subject to a 
aatisfaclory expli'.iiation by Ruaaia of the 
recent attack on Afghans. According to 
to this scheme, it ia said, Penjdoh will bu 
ceded to Russia, provided the Ameer con- 
sents. 

IRELAND, 

Cork, .\pril 15 — Thu Princo of Wuleii 
arrirod in thia city to-day. Tho sun v?aa 
shining brightly and the weather all that 
could be deiired for such an occasiou.

CoBE, April 15.— Tho iPrince and Prin 
coas of Wales did not repeat their Dublin 
triumph in Cork. Everything within the 
power of tho loyalists to do was dono to 
make the reception u success, and the 
managers of tho demonstration romained 
up most part of thu night to mako sure of 
their arrangements. When the Prince 
and Princess emerged from the railway 
station after their arrival in thu city, they 
Tforo greeted with choor after choor. Dur- 
ing thsir progress a parade of working- 
men ftud boys ran alongside thoir carriage 
and kept up a cheering to drown tho hissos 
of tho nationalists, who lined the entire 
route and made a continual demonstration. 
Tho conduct of tho leaguers aroused the 
loyalists to a high pitch of enthusiasm, 
and thoy mado thu streets roar with thoir 
shouts of wolcoino. Tho wonder is that 
thero was no violence or broach of tho 
ponce during tho royal progress, for it 
wm procouded amiil a continued warfare 
of words and taunts betwoon the royalists 
and nationaliata, whoau numbers are 
equally divided. It ia thought that the 
presuDco of tho Princess and her ladyliko 
graciuusuoss to the peojilu uloug the 
streets was the element that conquered 
Irish gallantry, John O'Connor, nation- 
alist member of parliament for Tipper- 
ary, marched at tha liead of tho procos- 
sion of leaguers who closely followed the 
royal procession and sang "God Save 
Ireland" every time the loyalists or their 
bands started up "God Save the Queen."
